employed for introducing himself to 
the attention of the girla whom he 
saw onthe stage.

-anized and is now a member of the “Adonis” com- 
pany, was telling me recently Ler experience with 
sonie of the young gentlemen. 

“As l weut outof the stage-door with a friend, after 
the first night,” she said, ‘we found ourselves sur- 
rounded by a crowd of young men, whom in Enyland 
we describe as Johnnies. One of them came forward, 
aud raising bis hat, asked if we would not take supper 
with him and some of his friencs. I thought it wasa 
pretty cool proceeding, and, turning round, I said to 
him: ‘whoareyou,any way?’ This al rupt question 
embarrassed him, and he was about retiring, when my 
companion, who was full of mischief, sail: ‘Oh, come 
ahead; let’s seethe fun.’ Going over to the Jubnuie,

80 that the electric huht illumined his face, she 
exclaimed: ‘Let me see what you look likel’ The 
Johunie bure this treatmeot with p rfect good- 
bumor, and the examination must have proved satis- 
factory, for my companion persuaded we tv accom- 
pany them to supper. 

“Now this sort of thing would never have bappened 
in England. Iu London a gentleman who wishes to 
become acquainted with a uirl on the stage meets her 
through the wavager of the company. He goes to the 
latter, tells him who he is and asks for an introduction, 
aud unless there is some particular good reason, the 
manager unbesitatingly complies. On this -ide of the 
Atlantic I very soou found out that the manager would 
uo wore think of introducing a young man who buys 
aseat in the front row of his theatre to oneof the 
girls on the stage thau be would think of banding over 
his box-« flice receipts. 

‘Asa matter of fact. if a young man were to suggest 
suclii a thing to the manager of anu opera company, he 
would be extremely fortunate if the manager did not 
hand bim over to the police for examination as to bis 
sanity. When I learned all this | was not at all sur- 
prised over the American Johnnie writing notes, If 
be wants to meet a girl on the stage whom he aciwires, 
-he must either arrange it through correspondence, 
secure ati introduction at the bands of a common 
friend, or waylay the object of his admiration on her 
way home from the theatre. Heusnally ad>pta the 
method of writing a uote for the reason that he is 
somewhat timid about speaking toa girl on the street 
aud standiny a chance of ajrebuff, and he finds it very 
difficult to scare up a common friend to give bim 
the much-desired introduction.” 

My young friend is right, -The English Jobnnuie is 
just as different from tife American article as heis in 
his method of introducing himself. In Eugland the 
men who devote themselves tochorus girls are usu- 
ally men of leisure. They are army officera for the 


most part, clever men of the world, brilliant talkers 
and generally accomplished. 
birth, breeding and education. 
In this country Johnpieism is illustrated mostly by 
callow youths ranging in age from nineteen to twenty- 
three. They are not particularly bright specimens, 
aud shine most couspicuously when they maintain a

discreet silence. They wear good clothes, it is true, 
but they wear them as though they were not used to 
them and as though the clothes belonged to sowr- 
body else. They are not very liberally provided with 
money, and this is, of course, a ground of criticism in 
the estimation of the chorus girl. A great many of 
them work for a weekly salary, and they cannotafford 
to be Johnnies moro than one or tvo nights in the 
week, 

That the average American Johnnie depends on his 
weekly salary to keep up appearances and to pay for 
supper is sufficiently indicated by the fact that he is 
to be found around the stage doorof the theatre on 
Saturday and Monday nights,and is very regularly 
somewhere else on the other nights of the week. Asa 
rule, the somewhere else does not cost him as much 
as the stage door does. 

Then, again, the American Johnnie is not a free 
agent. He usually bas an anxious mamma or a sister 
equally anxious, who is very much concerned over 








luis associates and associations, and exercise so far ai 
possible a strict watch over his spare bours. 

She regards the chorus girl as her uatural enemy, 
and the Jobnuie as the chorus girl's victim. Ifa 
Jobunie happens to walk aloug Broadway with a 
chorus girl, and sees some member of Lis family cow- 
ing his struggles to evade ber or to appear uucou- 
cerued are amusing in the extreme. He never escapes, 
however, aud the Mamma or the sister transfixes him 
with an eagle eye, or several eagle eyes. Papa is in- 
formed in due time, and the luckless Jobnnie is 
coudemned to stay at home fora half dozen nights in 
succession. 

The English Johnhie, on the other hand, is a free 
agent. He bas no hesitation about appearing in public 
with a chorus girl, aud if he comes to think enough of 
her to marry ber the marriage will take place in spito 
of any Opposition bis family may offer. 

Marriages between men of good family in England 
aud uirls on the stage are now so frequent that we 
have forgotten to revard them as anything out of the 
common, 

Que of the things which amaze’ New Yorkers more 
than anything else about the Euglish chorus girls was 
tu see them filing into the side doors of liquor saloons 
about 11 o’clock every nizhtand sitting down at the 
tables provided in the back room of these establish- 
ments, or standing up if no tables were provided, and 
taking what they were pleased to call a “nightcap.” 

Tuey learned after awhile, of course, that choras 
girls iv America wereaot in the habit of patronizing 
the “family entrance,” and speedily made other ar- 
rengements for securing this .mwidnight refrcshment. 
But they couldn't zo without their beer. 


RICHARD K. FOX BUYS PROPERTY. 
He is Going to Enlarge His Publishing House by 
Adding Buildings. 
[From the New York Herald, May 1. 1893.) 

Richard K. Fox, owner of the J’olice Gazette, has 
bought No. 338 Pearl street from the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church Missionary Society for Seamen, for 
$29,500. Lis paper is published at Pearl and Dover 
streets, and the newly acquired property adjoins bis 
publishing house on the south. 

Edward Kode has rented the old-fashioned house 
which stands on the lot for 
more than tweuty ybars and 
there bas kept a loduing 
place and howe four sailors, 
with certain restrictions and 
conditions imposed by the 
Missionary Society as to the 
manner in which the house 
should be kept. In order to 
bring about the purchase 
the property passed through 
several handa before it was 
placed in Mr. Fox's name. 

Mr. Fox will tear down the 
dwelling at once and build 
a ten story brick and brown 
stone extension to his pres- 
ent publishing house. Parts 
of the house are two hun- 
dred yeura old, it is said. 
The mantelpieces and other 
ornaments will be retained 
by tho missionary societ:. 
Mr. Fox also owns four lots 
in Dover street, east of his 
buiiding. These he intends 
toclearof their structures 
in the fall and on them 
erect further additions. He 
will also add two stories to 
the main building. so that 
the whole completed struc- 
ture will be ten stories higb.

Capt. Berghold, ong of the oldest and most efficient 
members of the New York Police Department, is over- 
whelmed with grief. Ou April 12 his daughter, 
Kebecca, a beautiful young woman, left her home, 
aud on May 2 the heart-broken father brought her 
corpse back from Chicago. The unfortunate woman 
had been found in a room in the Southern Hotel in 
Chicago, with her throat cut from ear to ear. The 
Cuicago authorities declare that she had committed 
suicide. Capt. Berghold asserts that she was mur- 
dered. 

Miss Berghold arrived at the Southern Hotel on 
Aprill8. She was accompanied by a well dressed 
man with dark brown 
moustache and. whiskers. 
They registered as “ W. 
Alexander and wife, Tor- 
onto.”’ There was nothing 
in the conduct of the 
couple to excite comment. 


was being held. There I saw my poor girl. Beck— 


of diamond earrings wher she left bere, but they 
were wissing. Ouly $22 was found on ber, all that 
was left of $1,600 which she drew from her savings 
bank before leaving. 

“The missing earrings and money were not the only 
proofs that the girl did not come to her death by sui- 
cide. The doors of the Southern Hotel are arrange, 
for the greater security of the guests, so they may bo 
locked from both sides. Poor Beck’s room was un- 
locked, the gas was out, and the curtains were drawn. 

“The body was found lying on its back in bed, the 
right hand thrown backward over the head and loosc- 
ly holding the razor. There is one very strange cir- 
cumbtance bere. The band grasped the handle of the 
razor, but bad vo purchase on the blade, which hung 
loosely back. It would have been impossible to have 
made a stroke of the razor under those circumstances. 
There was only a single spot of blood on the razor 
blade, and although she must bave bied profusely 
from so terrible a gash there was little blood on the 
bed and no trace of it about the room. The left arm 
was extended down along the body as nicely as if laid 
out by an undertaker. She was dressed in her nighbt- 
gown and the bed sheet was drawn up half way. The 
bed was not disturbed aud there was no evidence of a 
struggle. 

“No woman could have made the powerful stroke 
of the razor that nearly severed the head’ from the 
body. 

“I learned from the hotel proprietor that Friday 
nigbt Cornell came down to the office and said he was 
going away until Sunday, but that bis wife would re- 
main. He paid their bill u» to date and tooka pack- 
age from the safe, which they had deposited on their 
arrival. Right here are two suspicious points. Cor- 
nell told the clerk that his wife would not leave ber 
room until he returned, Sunday, and when a few 
hours later tbey found my poor girl’s murdered body 
they found also the receipted bill that had been given 
tohim. Nobody saw him go to the room or leave it 





after he bad paid his bill,” 








Tho man paid all bills 
promptly aud sppeared to 
be well provided with 
money. On Friday night, 
April 18. Mr. “Alexander” 
paid his bill and left, say- 
ing that he was going to 
New York and that he — 























would return on Sunday. 
His wife, he explained, 
would remain at the hotel. 
The next morning the 
young woman was found 
dead with her throat cut 
and arazor in her band. 
it was then that her iden- 
tity became Known. 

Miss Berghold’s head was 
nearly severed from the 
trunk, and what puzzled 
the authorities waa that 
the cut made with the 
razor was straight and not 
circular, The question has 
naturally arisen, how 
could a womau cut her 
head nearly off and make f Ow 
the wound s0 perfectly 
straizht? To make such a 
wound as that would re- 
quire a very strong and 
steady wrist, stronger than 
that possessed by the ordi- 
nary woman. The cut is 
cle n and not jagged at 
all, and the deadly weapon 
went through the wind- 
pipe as thongh it had be- 
hind it the force of a 
cleaver wielded by a 
sturdy butcher. 

It is said the woman 
would soon have become 
a mother. She was of 
noble physique and hand- 
some face; a brunette, 
with features delicate and 
refined, and it was evident 
that she bad been accustomed to many of the lux- 
uries of life. 

Capt. Berghold was immediately notified by tele- 
graph, and he, accompanied by bis aon-in-law, hasten- 
ed to Chicago and brought the body home. Capt. Beru- 
hold said that since his daughter left home be knew 
nothing of her whereabouts until be learned of her 
death in Chicago. 

“She wrote ua a leiter the day after she left, telling 
us not to worry; that she had decided to support her- 
self,” said the captain. ‘She took with her $1,600, 
which she bad on deposit in a savings bank.” 

The fact that only $22 was found among the 
woman's effects in her room lead the police to believe 
that her consort disappeared with the greater portion 
of the $1 600. Capt. Berghold firm io the belief 
that his daughter was murdered for ber money, ‘The 
captain gave ip detail a description of the man who 
had hitherto been kuown as Alexander, and in whose 
company Miss Bergbold went to the Southern Hotel. 

“The man is none other than William Alexander 
Cornell, who has been a friend of my family for years. 
He is an attorney, having an office at 17 East One Hun- 
dred and Fifteenth street, New York. He was a school- 
mate of ny son, and had eaten at my table countless 
numbers of times. I never suspected that any attach- 
ment existed between him and wy daughter, nor do I 
believe any member of my family thougbt so, but later 
developments show the contrary,” 

The body of the poor girl was taken to her father’s 
home at No. 148 West 127th street, and placed ina 
coffin. The coffin was placed in the back parlor. Then 
Mrs. Berghold was led in by the captain to look at her 
daughter's face. The horribie mutilation inflicted by 
the razor was concealed by a strip of black cloth, and 
the face louked peaceful and calm. On sight of it the 
mother uttered a shriek and threw herself on the 
coffin. She was quieted with difficulty, and finally 
was lel, balf bysterical, from the room. Dr. Wolf, the 
family physician, was present and attended the 
brokenh-hearted mother. When he left at ten o'clock 
he said she was quite calm. 

Capt. Berghold said: ‘‘The detectives in charge of 
the case told me how the body had been found and 
then took me to the Morgue, where the inquest

“On April 12 she hurried into my office in a very ex- 
cited mood, and said that she had left her home for- 
ever, and that she was stopping at the Cosmopolitan 
Hotel in Chambers street, where sho had registered as

Cornell was found at his home in the top flat at No. 
17 East Oue Hundred and Seventeenth street, this 
city. He has been married two years. His wife was 
well known in Harlem before he married her. They 
havea baby. Cornell was admitted to the bar eight 
years ago, and is Captain of Company H. Eighth Regi- 
ment, 

“Perhaps it is better that I should tell all,” he said 
inatrembling tone. ‘It will clear up this matter, aud 
I will not bide anything to screen myself. I did go to 
Chicago with Miss Berghold, and God knows I heye 
suffered for it since, But I must begin at the beyin- 
ning. I bave been acquainted with the Berghold 
family for eleven years. 

“I iret met Williau Berghold at the College of the 
City of New York, and he took me to his home, and 
there for the first time I met his sisters. I did not see 
them very often,as soon afterward I passed the ex- 
awiuation for admission to the West Point Academy 
and went to West Poiut.

‘At this period I became very intimate at Capt. Berg- 
hold’s house, and used to pay attention to Miss Eliza 
Lerghold, the. youngest daughter, There was a rumor 
that I was engaged to Miss Eliza,and I found, upon 
making inquiry, that Capt. Berghold and his family 
expected that I was going to marry her. 

“Miss Eliza also said that I was engaged to her, but 
it was nottrue. I was merely a friend, and do not sea 
where they got the notion, unless it was because I had 
called upon Eliza more than I had upon any other 
young woman. 

“This difference of opinion created ili-feeling, and 1 
ceascd to visit Capt. Berghbold’s house two years ago. 
I had always been friendly with Rebecca, and she ex- 
pressed sympathy for me, aud seemed to think that I 
was in the right. 

“I never heard anything more from Eliza, but Re- 
becca began to write to me and make appointments

Mrs. Alexander. I don’t know how she came to take 
the name Alexander, although itis my middle name, 
andI think it was merely acoincidence, After that lI 
went to the Cosmopolitan Hotel once or twice a day to 
see her. 

“At the first meeting she begged me to go with her 
to Chicago and live with her as her husband.

“1 forgot wife, baby, family, home, reputation, 
everything, and did not seem to know what I was do- 
ing.

We went to our 
room, and the wrong that I thought would never hap- 
pen did happeu. I violated the oath that I bad takeu 
at the altar with my wife. 

“1 was tempted and could not resist and have no 











excuse to offer. I conld not withstand the tale of lve 
that Rebecca poured into my earsand resolved then 
that I would forsake my family and live with Rebecca 
as a compensation for the wrong that had been com- 
mitted. * 

“We lived as man and wife, occupied the same room 
at the hotel, going out together, and trying to enjoy 
the sights of Chicago. But neither of us was bappy. 
We tried to think that we were, but I often found 
Rebecca in tears, and my wife and baby came back to 
me, although I tried hard not to think of them. 

“It was on Friday, April 28, that I seemed to come 
to myself. It was the birthday of my child,and I 
made up my mind to return home. I told Rebecca 
this and she felt terrible, and said she would kil! her- 
self. I tried to show her how it would be better for us 
to separate, and she seemed to thinkas I did after a 
while. 

“On Friday night she appeared resigned, and I left 
her at 10 o'clock sitting by the grate fire in our room. 
She wept when I said the last good-bye, and I hurried 
like a madman: to the depot and caught the train 
which left there at 11 o’clock. I reached home Sunday 


- morning. 


‘ I knew that Rebecca had some money, how much 
she did not tell me, but she said she had a bank ac- 
count and enough to live on. [I know nothing at all 
about the death except what [ have read, and God 
knows that | wish I could turn back two weeks.”

The stace hands went to their relief, and a ceneral fight 
ensued. The s:outiug in the theatre could be heard a block 
away. The police were sent for and the curtain lowered. Dixon 
was severely beaten. Sume of the rioters were arrested. 


The Kentucky Racing Association opened 
their spring meeting on April 29 at Lexington, Ey The event 
of the day was the Distillers’ S!ake at a mile and a sixteenth, 
worth $1,399 te the winner. The starters were. Singer, 94 
pounds, A. Clayton up, W. B, 114, Bryantin the saddle; Old 
Pepper, 108, with Blevins riding, Mi-s Dixie. 113. guided by 
Martin, while Clementine, 106, had W. Graham for Jockey. Oid 
Pepper and Miss Dixlejwere entered by Col. Pepper, and coupled 
they were even money favorites and carried the bulk of the 
money. W. B. was touched gingerly by the knowing ones 
at 11 to 5, while Singer remained at 8 to one through all the bet- 
ting and carried but littie money, and that in smali bets.

In regard to the international yacht race 
Lord Dunraven suggesis that six hours are rather short fur ‘he 
maximum time of the windward and leeward race Ile u«lso 
suggests that the date for the first race be set fur exriler than 
Oct. 6, If possibile, in order to allow him to retarn to England 
before tne dangerous fall storms set in, and also that the stake 
beats carry some distinctive flag so that they may not be con- 
fused with any efthe boats watching the race. Of the ques- 
tion of the time set for the completion of the “twenty miles to 
windward or leeward and return” races, more should be said. 
A glance at the record of the America’s cup shows that only 
two of the six races of this kind which have been sailed required 
more than six hours to complete. The Volanteer covered the 
forty miles in 6:42:56%; the Mayflower require! 6:49:10; the 
Puritan’s time was 6:03:14 The Madelaine, the Sappho and the 
Columbia took 7:18:46, 6:39:03 and 6:07:41 respectively to cover 
the same distance. Ail of the races were over thé same course, 
and in the late summer or early fall. 


The Crescent City Athletic Club are making 
preparations for the battle between George Le Blanche, the 
Marine, and Billy McCarthy, the ex-champion middie-weight 
pugilist of Australia, who are to fight on May 18, in the Crescent 
Athietic Club, for a purse of $2,000. The contest promises not 
only to be an interesting but a stubborn battle, for both are ag- 
gressive fighters end throw science to the winds. McCarthy 
will have the advantage in height, weight and length of reach, 
but it isan opon question whether he can hit as hard aa the 
French-Canadian-American boxer, or whether he possesses the 
same stamina.

Le Bianche has been 
steadily training for the contest, and McCarthy is also prepar- 
ing for the fray. 


The dog running race between James Doug- 
las’ Firengi and Wm. Barwell’s Blair Athol for $250 a side and 
the ‘-Police Gazette” championship dog collar, was not arranged 
last week. James Douglas appeared at the POLICK GASKTTE 
office with the trophy ready to arrange a match but Barwell was 
not present. Neither did he have arepresentative. Richard KE.

He has agreed 
to meet Mysterious Billy Smith at the Coney Island Athletic 
Club on June 30, and the exchampion wiil at once loave his 
home at Portland, Ore., and begin traiuing in the vicinity of 
the club house by the sea. The match will be for a $6000 purse 
and the welter-weight championship of the world. Billy Smith, 
who knocked out Tom Williams, of Australia, in 2 rounds at.the 
Coney Island Athletic Club, is a hurricane fighter, and never 
pauses an instant from the beginning to theend ofa round. He 
rains furious blows upon an opponent, and Williams was unable 
to stand the pace. If Dempsey is in good health and strong he 
should certainly be able to avoid Smiih’s rushes and inflict pun- 
ishment at will. It is announced that Dempsey's health is now 
good, and if he is in good physical condition when he faces 
Smith the spectators will be treated to the interesting spectacie 
ofa thorough ring general opposed to a fighter who depends 
upon strength and rushing tacties. Dempsey’s re-entrance into 
the Eastern pugilistic arena will certainly be a notable event, 
and his numerous friends in this part of the country will watch 
the outcome with extreme interest.

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SPORTING EVENTS 10 COME. 


The Season of 1893 Promises to 
be an Interesting One, 


TURF, AQUATIC AND PUGILISTIC 


~~ 


Judging from the great events of the turf, 
Pugilistic contests and rowing matches that have been arranged 
the sporting season of 1893 will eclipse that of other years. 
Looking at the pugllistic events, the greatest contest will be be- 
tween Jim Corbett and Charley Mitchell. Both men stand on 
the top rung of the pugilistle ladder. Englishmen paturally 
will pin their faith in their champion’s ability to defeat Corbett 
no matter whether he possesses that ability or not, while 
Americans will stand by Corbett, who isa native to the manor 
born, and give him their sympathy and place their money on 
his chances of success. Mitchell is a skiliful boxer, a shrewd, 
sharp business man in his line, and one of the brightest of the 
many English champions that have flourished since Jem Mace 
was champion in 1869. He proved he was a pugilist of no 
mean pretensions when he came to this country in 1883 to face 
the once great fistic premier, John L. Sullivan, in the twenty- 
four-foot ring. Mitchell again proved that he was capable of 
being a prominent candidate tor prise ring honors when he 
fought Jobn L. Sullivan near Chantilly, France, and succeeded 
in making the battle a draw.

Corbett gained a wide reputation by defeating 
Sullivan, and he became « champion, and while i= would not be 
tair to detract from Corbett’s victory, it must be sald that the 
Sullivan Corbett defeated in a prise ring battle for the largest 
amount ever fought for, was not the Sullivan that entered the 
ring at Mississippi City on February 7, 188%, with the speed of a 
deer, the agily of @ chamois, the science of a Hector or 
Achilles, and the strength and the courage of @ young lion. It 
was only the shadow of the champion of the world of 1883 (hat 
Jim Corbett beat in 169% If Sullivan had been the gladiator 
when he fought Jim Corbett that he was when he so quickly 
disposed of Paddy Ryan, the Troy giant, prize ring critics could 
be better able to judge of Corbett’s standing, stamina and ability 
but it would be fvolish to suppose becanse Corbett defeated Su!- 
livan in a giove contest In 21 rounds in 1892 that his per- 
formance was a better one than Charley Mitchell's in 1888 (four 
years previous). Mitchell fought Sullivan according to London 
prise (ing rules, in which no g!oves are used and wrestling and 
rough and tumble business is practiced, not speaking of the 
wounds contestants always received from the murderous spiked 
shoes that are worn by gladiators when fighting according to 
London rules, Mitchell displayed all the necessary qualities 
when he fought Sullivan near Chantilly, and for thirty-nine 
rounds, with height, weight and strength against him, he 
managed to fight a draw with a champion who had revola- 
tlonized the pugilistic world in both Hemispheres. Sullivan 
won the championship twice fighting by London prize ring 
rules and he lost it Oghting with mufflers by rules which give 
one minute rest after three minutes fighting. ° 

’ * * 

Stanton ‘Abbott, the light-weight champion 
of England, knocked out Jack Hopper at Madison Square Gar- 
den, New York, on April 29. Hopper is not, nor never was, in 
the championship class, and there was as much comparison be- 
tween Abbott’s boxing Hopper as if Salvator, Tammany or 
Lamplighter had to run against a selling plater. Some years 
ago Hopper was good in his class, but his business of hack- 
driving, ete., has taken all the bloom from his flowers. Abbott 
strips well. Ho can hit hard and he boxes something like Char- 
ley Mitchell. He defeated Hopper easily, but then there are 
many pugilists since Hopper’s decline who could have. accom- 
plished the same feat. No one could Judge just how great a 
boxer Abbott is by his performance with Hopper, but one t@ing 
is certain, he will have to be fifty per cent. better to defeat Jack 
McAuliffe, the light-weight champion, or George Dawson, the 
Australian. Abbott, however, who is a gentlemanly, unpreten- 
tious boxer, made a good impression, and he did all he was 
asked to do,

Another wonderful billiard player has come 
to the front in England, who promises, judging by his form and 
skill, to be a formidable rival for Peall, North and Mitchell. His 
name is Charlos Dawson, of Yorkshire, Eng. He was born at 
Huddersfield, and he is twenty-six years of age. In a 12,000-point 
match in which John Roberts, Jr., the champion, conceded him 
8,000 points, Dawson, to the surprise of Roberts, won easily by 
6,220 points. In a match recently in London, Eng, with Rich- 
ards, Dawson made a break of 698, which was within 39 points of 
Roberts's famous run of 737.

I clipped the {vllowing frors the Chicago 
Datly News: Ot what great importance Billy Madden is beyond 
the fact that he has been a most successful manager of fight- 
ers, no one can tell. His record in that respect is well known. 
He took Sullivan and was tho one that made the four-round 
knocking-out glove contests popular. When Sullivan and 
he parted Madden went to Evgiand and discovered Chariey 
Mitchell. Later he had Jack McAuliffe, the holder of the Rich- 
ard K. Fox belt, Joe Goddard, Peter Maher, and now has George 
Dawson, He made every boxer that he managed prominent, 
and when his man was matched he brought him to the ring and 
he fought. When whipped none accused Madden of managing 
afako fight. In all his bids for notoriety Madden has been 
what he seemed. He has been no Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde in 
his transactions, Fully realizing that as a manager of pugilists 
he was as low as possible in the social grade, excerpt to be a pu- 
gilist, Madden has no other stock in trade but that of profes- 
sional manager, and those he has chosen to represent have 
been the highest In the trade of fighting. His men are not and 
have not been paper fighters nor vagrants. One would suppose 
that Chicago could boast of something like a respectable fighter. 
It cannot—bar Billy Myers—for Harry Gilmore and George Siler 
are not active fighters now. There is nothing here excepting 
possibly Tommy White. Some of them have records for fights 
which ought but did not take place. It is not one but many 
flukes that are to be condemned. The Mayos, Bodens, Bren- 
nans and McHughs may perhaps pass for fighters in Chicago, 
but in no other place in America. In San Francisco the author- 
ities have decided to drive this class of fighters out of the State. 
Madden's boast that he will use the press to advertise his pugil- 
ists is brutally frank but unfortunatoly true. Yet he forgets 
that it is the merit of the man not the manager that has brought 
recognition. When he fails to manage a fighter of ability then 
he will fall out of prominence. It is the prevince of Madden to 
manage p igilists and for the papers to criticise, but the criti- 
cism should be disinterested. When Madden is driven out of 
Chicago it should be done by the authorities, net by one who is 
interested in the division of gate receipts. Madden has all his 
champions fight according to ‘’Police Gazette” rules, which he 
claims are the best. ‘

Fitzsimmons says in regard 
to the challenges of Joe Choynsk!i and Aleck Greggains: “Il am 
the middie-weight champion, and the Aghting limit in that class 
is 154 pounds. Any time any pugilist puts up a deposit of $1,000 
to arrange a match for $5,000 a side and the championship 
and will agree to fight in the Crescent City Athletic Club I shall 
stand ready to defend my title.” Fits-immons further sald he 
did not believe that Greggains could get any backing against 
him, but when told that Greggains had $5,000, Fitz said he would 
fight him at 158 pounds for that amount without any purse. ‘I 
will also,” says Fits, “bet him any amount that he does not stay 
eight rounds. Yos, I'll bet him that he does not stay four 
rounds. Greggains speaks about a private go we had in Frisco. 
Well, he never ought to speak about that, fur it dees not re. 
flect very well on his fighting abilities. I did not hit him, but 
he tired himself out in three rounde trying to hit me. Any time 
Greggains is ready to talk business, I will be on hand with as 
much money as he will have.” 

Warren Lewis is working hard to brifig about the match. 
Lewis appears confident that Greggains can defeat Fitzsim- 
mons, and he will not allow any one to persuade him to the con- 
trary. He states that he is willing to find the sinews of war for 
Greggains, consequently no one can object to Lewis’ opinion, for 
opposition makes matches. 








THE SLAVIN-HALL FIGHT. 


George W. Atkinson, the PoLice Gazetre correspondent In 
Eugiand, sends the following latest news regarding the ap- 
proaching prize fight between Frank P. Slavin and Jim Hall:

Many believe Siavin is not the man he was before he was de- 
feated by Peter Jackson, while others think he will knock Hall's 
head off inside of 10 rounds. Charley Mitchell, who is backing 
and training Hall, is confident the latter will win. He says 
that Hall will be properly trained and will be in better condition 
than when he fought Bob Fitssimmons. The fight will be a de- 
termined struggle. Slavin will have the advantage in weight 
by nearly a stors, while he will also have the advantage in 
height. Slavin at present weighs 13 stone 7 pounds; Hall 12 
stone.
